RESPONSE 

The Examiner has noted an article authored by the present inventor which is not 
itself prior art but makes reference to tools developed by the applicant prior to the priority 
date of the instant application. The Examiner requires submission of any known 
publications, brochures, manuals and press releases that describe the associated products 
and services that were available or known to the public prior to Applicant's priority date. 



RESPONSE TO REQUIREMENT FOR INFORMATION 
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Applicant thanks the Examiner for the brief telephone conversation on March 2, 2005, 
wherein the Examiner confirmed that the Request does not seek documents used only 
internally by Applicant or documents which were disclosed to third parties only under 
confidentiality. 

The Applicant and the Assignee provide herein a complete response to the 
requirement for information. Three documents within the scope of the Examiner's 
request are known to the Applicant and Assignee. The first, attached hereto as Exhibit A, 
is a one-page flyer that is believed to have been handed out to prospective clients as an 
overview of the Applicant's products/services. The second, attached hereto as Exhibit B, 
is a brochure believed to have been issued by a third party, KPMG Peat Marwick. The 
third, attached hereto as Exhibit C, is a paper entitled "Measuring Good Research 
Management" authored by the present inventor. 

Like the Blake reference which is of-record, the documents merely disclose charts 
which are intended to express the differences between different managerial styles or 
characteristics of an organization. They fail to teach or suggest the recited step of scoring 
performance criteria statements , fail to teach or suggest the recited step of summing a 
plurality of scores obtained by that scoring step , and fail to teach or suggest physically 
plotting a point on a chart at a location corresponding to first and second total scores . 

Applicant wishes to remind the Examiner that "ProGrid" is a name that Applicant 
has used to identify a series of methodologies that have been developed by Applicant 
since 1993 and that have evolved substantially during that time period. Thus, it 
absolutely cannot be implied that anything the inventor or Assignee designated "ProGrid" 
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after the inventor's present filing date is the same as anything that was designated 
"ProGrid" prior to the inventor's filing date. 

This Response shall not be interpreted as an admission that any documents 
submitted herewith constitute prior art. 

CONCLUSION

claims 1-20 are in condition for allowance and Notice to that effect is respectfully 
solicited.
